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point out. Although Sister Josepha 
had worked on Indian reservations for 
22 years, the La Salette priest and 
Brother had an experience of only two 
summers with reservation life. 


They are attempting to become 
involved in every. aspect of Native 
American life. In so doing, the three 
Religious and several residents of the 
reservations recently represented the 
San Diego diocese at the 41st annual 
Tekakwitha Conference in Denver. 
More than 600 people, including 22 


‘bishops, participated in the confer- 


ence—the only Catholic-sponsored 


“assembly dealing with the needs of 


the Indian people. Brother Edward 
sees his ministry on the reservations 
in our diocese as “having a new vision 
and deeper sensitivity” because of 
insights he learned during the 
conference.

Donald Hohl, MRS 
associate director, said recently that 
the federal government has begun 
efforts to move the unaccompanied 
minors from the refugee camps and to 
segregate them in camps until they 
can be moved. News reports from the 
Fort McCoy, Wis., camp in mid-August 
quoted a Cuban-American group 
which said the teen-age refugees at 
Fort McCoy were desperate about 
their confinement and that some had 
attempted suicide. 

LONDON—The British Council of 
Churches announced Aug. 20 that two 
more Anglican leaders were arrested 
in Iran. The council also expressed 


concern for Christians, Jews, and 
other members of minority religions 
in Iran. 


PHILADELPHIA—Catholic educa- 
tion in Philadelphia is “here to stay ina 
variety of directions,” said Msgr. Paul 
E. Curran, vicar for the new 
archdiocesan Office of Catholic 
Education.

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House would stop IRS removal of tax status 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The 
House has passed a measure 
aimed at prohibiting the Internal 
Revenue Service from removing 
the tax exemption of non-profit 
organizations which publish or 
distribute voter education 
projects. 

The question of publishing 
voter education projects has been 
a major concern in the Catholic 


press since the IRS issued a ruling 
in 1978 attempting to clarify to 


what extent tax-exempt, non- 
profit organizations could 
participate in political campaigns. 

SOME CATHOLIC editors 
interpreted the IRS ruling to mean 
that they could not survey 
candidates on their political views 
and then publish those views in a 
comparison of the candidates’ 
positions. 

The House-passed measure 
came in the form of an amend- 


ment, introduced by Rep. Philip 
Crane (R-IIl.), to the annual 
Treasury-Postal Service appropri- 
ations bill. 

CRANE ARGUED that the IRS 
had interpreted too broadly a law 
which prohibits such organiza- 
tions from directly participating in 
election campaigns. 


“On its face, this IRS action 
conflicts with the First Amend- 
ment,” said Crane. “By threaten- 
ing organizations with a sever- 
ance of their financial lifeline, the 
IRS is abridging their free speech, 
hampering their freedom of the 
press and obstructing the 
communication processes essen- 
tial to their peaceable assemblies 
and petitions to the government.” 


Crane said his amendment 
would not prevent the IRS from 
removing the tax exemption from 
non-profit organizations which 
specifically endorse a candidate. 


‘I share in this trial of my homeland,’ says pope 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—“I share in 
this trial that my homeland and fellow 
countrymen are once again going 
through,” said Pope John Paul II in a 
letter on the Polish crisis sent to the 
country’s spiritual leader, Cardinal 
Stefan Wyszynski of Warsaw. 


In the letter, the Polish-born pope 
prayed that the bishops would be able 
“to help this people in the difficult 
effort it is carrying out for daily bread, 
social justice, and the protection of its 


inviolable rights to its. own develop- = 


ment.” 
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At his Sunday noon Angelus the day 
after the letter was released the pope 
also referred to the political crisis 
because of widespread labor strikes 
in Poland. 


Speaking in Polish to Polish 
pilgrims, the pope said, “At this 
moment, as we are conscious in a 
special way of praying for our 
homeland, so also, on the other hand, 
we are grateful to all the world that is 
praying for Poland. Every day| receive 
testimony of this.” 
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Ex-Catholic Episcopal rector backs 


bishops’ move on 


PATERSON, N.J. (NC)— “Anything 
is better than giving up the 
priesthood,” said a former Roman 
Catholic priest, now an Episcopal 
rector near Paterson, in support of the 
U.S. Catholic bishops’ move toward 
developing provisions for admitting 
some married Episcopal clergymen 
into the Catholic priesthood. 


“lam ready to see. anybody .do 
anything necessary to help disen- 
chanted Episcopal priests who 
believe they must leave our church 
remain in active ministry,” said 
Father John J. Negrotto, the rector of 
Holy Trinity Church in-Hillsdale, N.J.; 
in an interview. 


FATHER NEGROTTO said, however, 
that he does not agree with reports 
that Episcopal priests who desire to 
convert must be reordained in the 
Catholic Church. 


“| would like to see the Anglican 
priests received but not reordained,” 
he said. It is a rejection of the validity 
of the Anglican ministry, he added. 


Father Negrotto was ordained a 
Catholic priest in 1969 and served as 
an associate pastor in the Paterson 


- diocese until May 1971. He cited 


problems with handling the struc- 
tures and authorities within the 
Catholic Church as reasons for his 
departure. 


HE MARRIED soon after leaving the 
Paterson diocese and then began his 


married priests 


studies for the Episcopal priesthood. 
He was accepted as a priest in the 
Episcopal Diocese of Newark, N.J., in 
October 1972. He was not reordained. 


Father Negrotto has served in 
northern New Jersey for eight years. 


“lam very happy in my position and 
won't think of leaving it,” he said. 


HE SAID HE personally knows of no 
Episcopal priests who desire to leave 
his church for the Catholic priest- 
hood. 


“My chief concern has always been 
with the individual. If a person can 
keep the priesthood, whether by 
leaving the Catholic Church for the 
Anglican, as | did, or vice versa, then | 
think that is good,” he said. 


“Anything that makes it easier for 
such a person to change, | think is a 
step in the right direction.” 


FATHER NEGROTTO, who is active 
on a local level in the ecumenical 
movement between Episcopalians 
and Catholics, said he hopes the 
bishops’ move does not affect 
communication between the Angli- 


- can and Catholic churches. 


He added that he could see how the 
decision to accept some married 
Episcopal clergymen would offend 
many members of the Episcopal 
hierarchy who will view it as a step 
away from recent ecumenical 
discussions.

It is a question to which there is no 
We may theorize and 
theologize but without experience of 
what happens after death all our 
opinions are purest speculation. One 
point on which almost everyone is 


agreed today is that when referring to . 


these subjects we are not speaking of 
a physical place but a_ spiritual 
condition. 

WHETHER OR NOT grief, pain, and 
shame—all of which are part of 
contrition— are likely to be part of that 
spiritual condition is another 
question. But we know enough about 
the human history of conversion to 
feel justified in supposing that they

Q: Where did we get the Prayer of 
the Faithful that we have at Mass now? 


A: The scriptural origins of this 
particular part of the Mass can 
probably be traced back to St. Paul 
who, in | Timothy, writes: “First of all, 
then, | urge_petitions, prayers, 
requests and thanksgivings to be 
offered to God for all men; for kings 
and all others who live in authority...” 


Later on, around 150, Justin the 
Martyr describes the Sunday 
Eucharist and mentions that after the 
homily all stand and pray together for 
themselves, for the newly baptized, 
and for other’ people all around the 
world. Both Cyprian and: Augustine 
‘were familiar with this prayer of 
petition. By the year 400 the deacon 
usually made the petitions and the 
celebrant offered the closing prayer. 


By the time of Gregory the Great 
(d.604) the prayer of the faithful in the 
Western (Roman) Church had fallen 
into disuse (except on Good Friday). 
Apparently it was felt that the 
intercessions contained in the “Lord, 
have mercy” and the Eucharistic 
prayer itself were sufficient. 


In modern times, older Catholics 
will remember, it was the custom to 
pray the Our Father for the deceased 
who were named after the homily. 
Also there were the prayers after Mass 
instituted by Leo. XIII (for a just 
settlement of the Roman Question) 
and continued by Pius XI! (for the 
conversion of Russia). These have 
been abolished, of course, and 
Vatican Il reintroduced the pristine 
Prayer of the Faithful in which the 
people truly exercise their priesthood. 


It is most desirable that this prayer 
be included in all Masses with the 
people, including weekday Masses, so 
that God's people may continue to 
pray for the welfare of all mankind. 


Two pastoral observations: ideally, 
the celebrant introduces the Prayer of 
the Faithful, the deacon enumerates 
the petitions and the celebrant offers 
the concluding prayer. Secondly, this 
is primarily a time -for petition; 
therefore it is not particularly 
appropriate to include thanksgivings 


in it.

Encounter with God— whether 
experienced in earthly life or after 
death— must be joyful, of course. But 
that does not mean to say that it is 
‘devoid of personal anguish. The 
author of a scriptural commentary 
says. on this point “the man for whom 
God is but an idea or a definition will 
probably never experience the agony 
of encounter.” 


And no one who has experienced 
the agony of encounter ever speaks of 
it without joy and the recollection of 
joy. The agony and the joy are not in 
contradiction. 


THERE IS NO REASON to suppose 
that encounter with God after death 
should not reflect these same 
elements, as far as one can see. | 
remember once during my childhood 


discussing hell with a very holy nun 
‘whose experience of encounter with 


God simply irradiated her being. 


this injury” (1:2). In that context and 
spelling it meant “lord of the flies,” but 
is a corrupted form of “Baalzebul” 
(“lord of the house”). 

In the Old Testament, therefore, it 
was not another name for “Satan” — it 
referred to a pagan god. Naturally, 


since there was a tendency later on to 


identify the pagan gods with evil 
spirits (especially since “‘Baalzebub” 
was similar to the Aramaic “beelde- 
baba,” which meant “enemy”), the 
word became a synonym for the devil. 


‘Q: Does the sponsor at confirmation 
have to be of the same sex as the one 
being confirmed? 


A: The present legislation of the 
Church, which abrogated or discon- 
tinued some of the previous 
legislation, merely states that the 
sponsor is one who is sufficiently 
mature, a Catholic who has already 
been confirmed, and who is not 
prohibited by some other law from 
being a sponsor. “Nonetheless, the 
choice of a special sponsor for 
confirmation is not excluded. Even 
the parents themselves may present 
their children for their confirmation. It 
is for the local Ordinary to determine 
diocesan practice in the light of local 
circumstances.” 


Furthermore, the ideal is that the 
baptismal sponsors should also be 
the confirmation sponsors. No 
mention is made of sex. So a man 
could be a sponsor for a woman, and 
vice versa. 


Q: Is the pope going to start letting 
priests leave the priesthood and get 
married? 


A: During the reign of Pope Paul VI, 
approximately 30,000 priests 
received laicization (reduction to the 
lay state and, in most cases, 
permission to marry); but it was 
actually Pope John Paul | and not the 
present pope who called a virtual halt 
to the situation. 


At: the present time there are 
estimated to be approximately 4,000 


. requests pending and it has been 


reported that the pope is beginning to 
review the cases on an individual 
basis. Preferential treatment seems to 
be given to a number of elderly priests 
who had relinquished their ministry 
many years before and were seeking 
reconciliation with the Church.

never really understood that 
Christians are called to live the death 
and resurrection of Christ, not merely 
comment on it. 

We should expect both suffering 
and joy in life and in death, because 
that is the way of change.

And 
we should be a little wary about 
certainty about too many things 
before encounter with God and the 
moral conversion it brings.

Q: At the beginning and end of 
Mass, why do some priests bow 
instead of genuflecting? 

A: \f the Blessed Sacrament is not 
reserved in the same area as the 
altar—that is, visible—then the 
ministers reverence the crucifix and 
the altar with a bow. A recent 
instruction states: “The venerable 
practice of genuflecting before the 
Blessed Sacrament, whether en- 
closed in the tabernacle or publicly 
exposed, as a sign of adoration, is to 
be maintained. This act requires that 
it be performed in a recollected way. 
In order that the heart may bow before 
God in profound reverence, the 
genuflection must be neither hurried 
nor careless.”
